a. Stated that we should get in touch with William H. Draper and 
give him a briefing on "a few things he should know". Mr. Wisner noted 
that he intended to drop a line to Mr. Draper congratulating him or his 
appointment and he would take this opportunity to ask Draper to come by 
and see us when he returns from Europe. The DCI approved and said we 
should not give Draper anything in writing. 

b. Referred to yesterday's conversation with Adm. Radford am noted
